Baltimore, Feb. 14.— Tho Washington 
correspondent of tho Baltimore Sun tele- 
graphs his paper as follows, regarding tho 
proposed conference at Berlin on Samoan 
matters: " It looks now vory much as if 
the Samoan conference at Berlin will not 
ho hold by the representatives of the 
proaotit administration. Count Arcoval- 
loy, tho German minister, called upon 
Secretary Bayard yesterday and informed 
him that tlio lattor's answer to Bismarck's 
proposal for a conference had been sent to 
lierlin by mail. It will reach Berlin 
about tho 20th. Tho Gorman foreign 
office will probably take several days to 
consider Mr. Bayard's suggestions, and 
its answer, if sent by mail, would hardly 
reach this country before the beginning 
of the Harrison regime, "There would 
seem to bo no good reason why the corres- 
pondence should not have heen conducted 
by telegraph, except on tho assumption 
that Bismarck's resort to tho mails is 
simply a trick to gain time in which to 
punish the Samoans before the negotia- 
tions at Berlin will begin. In well in- 
formed quarters hero there is a strong 
suspicion that Germany has already sent 
roinforcomonts to Samoa to revenge the 
killing of a number of men in the recent 
light with Mataafa, and it is not at all 
unlikely that wo will ultimately hear of 
another bloody battle.

time." Minister Pendleton, though much 
improved in health, is hardly strong 
enough to conduct tho negotiations. A 
hitch in the matter, aside from the delay 
of correspondence by mail, may arise from 
Bismarck's unwillingness to "accept Mr. 
Bayard's proposals that instructions 
to suspend belligerent action in 
Samoa be telegraphed at once to the 
German agents and the representatives 
of the other treaty powers. It is thought 
to ho quite possible that Bismarck will 
insist upon reprisals by way of asserting 
German prestige on the Pacific and satis° 
fying tho national pride, which lias been 
touched in a tender spot by the defeat of 
tho Gorman lnnding party by Mataafa. 
Mr. Bayard, however, has made a most 
vigorous protest against such a course, 
and has already hinted that it would be 
scarcely worth while to hold the confer- 
ence unless Germany gives practical evi- 
denco of a sincere desire to promote tho 
restoration of peace in the islands by 
foregoing her desire for vengeance.

San Francisco, Feb. 14.— The steamer 
City of JRio Janeiro, arrived from Hong 
Kong this morning with the following ad- 
vices : A society of merchants in Hong 
Kong has petitioned tho British Govern- 
ment to address -tho- Amoriean Govern- 
ment, with a view of withdrawing tlio 
Exclusion Act.

The Purucll Commission, 

London, Feb. 14.— The Parnell com- 
mission resumed its session to-day. Mr. 
Spumes, solicitor for the Times, was ex- 
amined. Ho produced five letters alleged 
to have been written by Parnell. The 
lottors, ho said, he had' obtained from the 
manager of the Times. The lottors, ho 
said, were submitted to an export in 
April, 1887. Before that time the genu- 
ine specimens of Parnell's handwriting 
were collected and other specimens had 
boetl collated since- then. The witnosb 
said hu had submitted the genuine speci- 
mens of Parnoll's letter and signature 
singly. Soamos said that when ho dis- 
covered tho Parnell letters ho also came 
across documents which he supposed w.eru 
Patrick Egan's.

Sir Charles Russell, Parnellite counsel, 
here said : "We are only able now to take 
a cursory glance at these documents, but 
the court must, not assume that all will be 
unquestioned." 

Mr. Soamos said ho believed that the 
body of the fac-similo he produced was 
written by Campbell. Tho signature, ho 
thought, was ParuoH's. Soaraes testified 
that Pigott gave the alleged Parnell letter 
to Secretary Houston, of tlio Loyal Pa- 
triotic Union, who handed thoin to Mac- 
donnld.

ARMED TO THE TEETH. 

Five Hundred Negroes From Illinois fertile 
Koslyn Coal Ulnes-They Came Pre- 
pared to Work or Eight. 

SroKANE Falls, Feb. 13.— A special 
train having on board 500 negroes bound 
for tho Roslyn mines passed through the 
city at noon to-day. Many were armed 
with Winchester rifles. It is said they 
propose to work or fight. They caino 
from Illinois. They uro a hardy lot of 
fellows, and look as though they could do 
big execution in case of a fight. 

Elibnsbdro, Feb. 13.— Five hundred 
fully armed negro miners from Illinois 
will pass through hero to-night for Ros- 
lyn, intending to go thore under cover 
of darkness. The company have been 
very quiet in their moves, and vory few 
knew of these men coming, as they had 
sent out a report that the mines would be 
closed for three months. A large armed 
force will go from here with the negroes. 

There will undoubtedly be trouble, as 
this importation means that Roslyn is to 
become a negro town, and that the three 
mines of tho company are to be run ex- 
clusively by negro labor. Many of the 
old miners have been with the company 
for years, and by thrift and economy have 
acquired considerable property in Roslyn, 
which will now become practically value- 
less. Roslyn is beautil ully situated, and 
up to the present strike was a thriviag 
and happily growing pl'ceof about 1,000 
inhabitants. Tho struggle will be a bit- 
ter ono beforo it is turned bodily over to 
tho negroes. 



SUNDAY .NEWSPAPERS. 

What Eev. Mr. Thomson, of Vancouver, haB 
to Say About Them— Thinks a 
Monday Paper Could he 
Printed on Saturday. 

The following is taken from tho News- 
Advertiser of Wednesday last : 

"Rev. Mr. Thomson, pastor of tho First 
Presbyterian church, on Sunday evening 
preached ono of a series of sermons on 
Sabbath desecration in which he brought 
prominently to notice newspapers that 
aro published on Sunday. Ho regarded 
their publication on that day as a retro- 
grade step and a return to tho immor- 
ality of the middle ages. Those who do 
not respect tho Sabbath onjoy tho Sun- 
day newspaper and deairo it to bo left 
alone, but, he asked, should it bo f Tho 
distraction of mind it caused and tho 
detraction from the holiness and quiet of 
Sabbath observance were pointed to. It 
was argued, he said, in defence that thero 
was mure Sunday work in connection 
with a Monday paper than with a Sun- 
day paper, but this he denied on what he 
considered good authority. The greater 
part of the Monday morning paper he 
thought could be printed on Saturday 
and the remainder aftor nine o'clock 
Sunday evoning, or even after 12 o'clock 
at night, which would allow all tho em- 
ployees an opportunity to attend both 
sun ices on the Sunday. There was no rest 
for the brain of those engaged in getting 
up the paper, and besides a number of 
newsboys had to be engaged to circulate 
it in tho morning. Were thoy willing, ho 
asked, to have their boys thus pollute the 
day mid bo engaged in Sabbath breaking. 
Tho possibility was that some of the boy 
burglars had made their first step in sel- 
ling the Sunday papers. The preacher 
was of the opinion that the advertisers 
wero really responsible, as it was simply 
another way of distributing advertise- 
ments on Sunday. No doubt there was 
not one but would hesitate to send men 
around scattering dodgers, or pasting up 
bills for that day, hut tho same result was 
achieved by advertising in a Sunday 
paper. It was having tho publisher do 
it for you. The Church was asked to 
unite against Sunday newspapers, and put 
an end to their evil influences." 

There is but one excuse for the mislead- 
ing statements contained in Rev. Mr. 
Thomson's romarks concerning work on 
Sunday morning papers, and that is his 
complete ignorance of the subject ho en- 
deavored to discuss, or tho lack of credi- 
bility in tho "good authority" he quoted. 
There is but a few hours work on a Sun- 
day morning paper, and that all boforu 7 
a.m. ; whereas, on a Monday paper, the 
staff is required to bo at work as on other 
days. Mr. Thomson is willing that news- 
paper employes should work afternino or. 
Sundayl evening. Is the early morning 
more sacred in his eyes than the evening, 
or is ho simply inconsistent '/ His sug- 
gestion that the first step of a boy toward 
becoming a burglar, might bo that of dis- 
tributing a newspaper on .Suntlay, is so 
utterly without reason, that one i fa.n to 
believe that his romarks have not boon 
correctly chronicled. 
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GOOD RESOLUTIONS. 

Wo woro tempted to believe by the tone 
of the Mayor's inauguration speech that 
he intended to turn over a new leaf and 
pay suinu attention to the preservation of 
the public health, but we find that we were 
deceived. The Mayor and City Council 
are going on in the bud old way. The 
good resolutions were apparently forgot- 
ten almost as soon as formed. No attempt 
has been made to carry them out. The 
tilth of the city is still undisturbed. What 
the corporation could easily do lias not 
been even begun. It will take time and 
much money to drain the city, properly, 
mid the Council do well to deliberate be- 
fore undertaking so costly a work. liut 
there is the surface dirt, which should bo 
removed without a day's delay. The 
warm weather will soon be hero, and tho 
decomposing tilth will poison the air and 
make it both unwholesome and unpleasant. 
Strangers already talk about the offensive 
odors of the city. Their presence is indi- 
cative of bad and unintelligent city gov- 
ernment. There is nothing to hinder the 
Corporation going to work and giving the 
city a thorough cleansing ; and 
now, while the weather is cool, 
is thu time to do it. If 
as the Mayor 1ms truly said, the 
preservation of tho public health is a 
matter of the very first importance, it 
follows that it is his duty to urge upon the 
Council tho necessity of doing what can 
be done to remove the sources of disease. 
Shovels, brooms and carts are all the ap- 
paratus that is required to do that neces- 
sary work. If the Mayor and tho Coun- 
cil eosseBS the intelligence and the energy 
which men in their position ought to 
have, they would commence without any 
further delay doing what the Mayor him- 
self has publicly declared tu he one of the 
most important, if not the most import- 
ant part of their duty as rulers of the 
city. Tho business is not a pleasant one, 
but it is wicked to neglect it. Opposi- 
tion will he offered by niosshrtcks of overy 
rank and condition to any attempt to 
compel them to cleanse the premises they 
occupy. Dirty and lazy and ignorant 
people hato to be disturbed. They will 
resent being forced to do their share of 
the cleansing. Is this the reason why 
the Corporation is so slow in beginning to 
do what the health and the comfort of 
tho citizens imperatively demand.' Do 
some of tho councillors sympathize with 
tho30 who arc not content to live in the 
midst of dirt and foul smells, and 
are they too ignorant to re- 
alize the evils which the ferment- 



trade" has been against Greut Britain for 
many years, and yet it is, as a nation, 
gotting richer and richer all the time. A 
jittlo illustration that juBt occuru to us, 
will perhaps cause some of those 
who grieve that tho balance of trade 
is against tho Dominion, to suspect 
that it is not such a very great 
evil after all. Wo will suppose that A. B., 
a merchant of Victoria, loads a ship with 
lumber. The ship's papers show its 
value to be $20,000. Suppose ho sells 
that cargo in San Francisco, or BOnie where 
olso, for 630,000, and brings back goods 
to Victoria valued at that stun. On tho 
trade returns this transaction would ap- 
pear : Exports, $20,000; imports, §30,- 
000; a balance of trade against the pro- 
vince of $10,000. But would it bo a fact 
that the province was $10,000 poorer? 
Lty no means, that ton thousand dollars 
represents tho merchant's profit, and is a 
gain to tho province. Multiply this trans- 
action by two or three hundred, and it will 
bo seen that a big balance of trade against 
a country may represent a flourishing 
trade and largo profits. We don't give 
this as a complete solution of the balance 
of trade difficulty, but offer it as a sort of 
consolation to those who look upon tho 
balance of trade being against the Domin- 
ion as an unmitigated misfortune. 

An examination of the Returns shows 
that Canada has two great customers and 
that its trade with all other, nations is 
comparatively small. Those customers 
are Great Britain and the United States. 
Canada's aggregate trade with Great Brit- 
tain in 1883 amounted to $70,38,'), 705; 
with the rjnitedStatositwasS91,053.913. 
Tho whole trade of tho Dominion with 
tho whole world was in that year $201, - 
007,(130. Its trade with (ireat Britain 
and the United States was $170,437,018, 
leaving for the rest of the world only 
830,660,012. Canada's exports to Great 
Britain were valued at $40,084,984 and 
its exports to the United States at $42,- 
572,005. The Dominion's imports from 
(ireat Britain were worth $.'111,208,720, 
and from the United States §48,481,848. 

If we analyse the trade of British Co- 
lumbia for the same year a similar result 
will be produced. The total exports of the 
province were $3, 928, 077; of these $1,035,- 
785 were sont to Croat Britain and $2, 287," 
055, to tho United States. The total value 
of the goods imported into the Province 
was $3,500,051. Of these $837,170 came 
from Oreat Britain and $2,042,027 from 
the United States. Tho Province's prox- 
imity to the United States and its very 
meat distance from the British market ac- 
counts for the greater amount of business 
done with tho United States compared 
with that done with (ireat Britain. 

Tho amount of duties paid into thu Do- 
minion Treasury last year was $801,405. 
This is nearly twice as much as was paid 
by Manitoba and five times as much as 
was directly contributed by Prince Ed- 
ward Island. The amounts which the 
different ports of the Province paid are as 
follows : 

N'annimo ? 41,584 

New Westminster M.748 

Vancouver 50,518 

Victoria 748.613 

These figures show very clearly the rela- 
tive commercial importance of the sea- 
port towns of British Columbia. 
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that the men themselves, having a wider 
sphorp for their exertions in a now coun- 
try, will be greatly bottorud by emigrating. 
But thoy must go to a now country. Tho 
conditions of life in the older parts of the 
colonies do not differ very greatly from 
those of the mother country, and the emi- 
grant who, afraid to face the privations 
and hardships of a now country, liugors 
in the towns, whore employment ib difficult 
to bo found, has only himself to blamo if 
ho fails, as fail he very probably will. 

THE POPULATION OF TOWNS. 

The complaint that puoplo are too fond 
of Hooking to tho towns is general. In 
every country men and women become 
impatient of the monotony of life on tho 
farm and go to tho towiiB and villages to 
seek their fortunes. That very fow of 
them find, the ease, the pleasure and 
the wealth they hoped to gain by tho 
change is only too -evident. Too many of 
them feel, when it is too late, that thu 
healthy, independent, and comparatively 
easy life they led in the country is greatly 
to bo preferred to tho incessant toil 
amidst unwholesome and unlovely .sur- 
roundings to which such a very large pro- 
portion of tho workers in tho city are 
doomed. Many factoties aro, in every- 
thing but the name, worse prisons than 
are the penitentiaries to which criminals 
are sent to be punished. Yet healthy 
country girls and buys, who do not know 
what sicknoss or hardship mean, leave 
their comfortable homes to get places in 
these factories. Tho attention of tho 
Springfield Republican has been directed 
to this migration to tho towns. It says 
that in Massachusetts the proportion of 
people gathered into the towns 
of more than eight thousand 
inhabitants has risen from less 
than one-twentieth, one hundred 
years ago, and but a little over a third in 
1850, to two-thirds in 1S85, when the 
census of tho state was last taken. There 
aro some who attribute this overcrowding 
of the cities to excessive education. We 
are very loluctant to believe this. Wo 
tind, too, that among the habitants of 
Quebec, whose education is certainly not 
excessive, tho desire to boo tho world and 
get work in tho towns is quite as strong 
as in the rural population of tho New 
England States. In many of tho towns 
of Massachusetts, French Canadians, 
many of whom can neither read nor write, 
form quite a large proportion of the pop- 
ulation. The fanner's sod, who is idle 
and unsteady, and will not learn, is far 
more apt to desert the farm than his 
steady brother, who has learned pretty 
nearly all that the district school master 
can teach him. The matter is one that 
needs inquiring into. 
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LAST YE Airs THAI 

TheTradoand Navigation Returns are 
not by any means enticing In appearance, 
but they contain a good deal of valuable 
and interesting information, We loam 
from them, in the first place, that the ex- 
ports of the Dominion were last year 
$90,203,000, and the imports $110,804,- 
t)30. This leaves a balance in favor of 
imports of $20,201,030. Some very 
wise people will shake their heads at, this 
statement and declare that the Dominion 
is in a bad way because the balance of 
trade is against it. The balance of trade 
is a stumbling block to a great many. 
They cannot get rid of the idea that if 
tho value ot the imports of a country is 
greater than that of its exports, that 
country must necessarily be in a bad 
financial condition. They forgot that this 
in now, and has long been, precisely the 
condit ion of tho richest country in the 
world— the country to which every other 
nation boob to borrow when it is in nood 
of cash, What is called "the balance of 



THE EIGHT KIND OF EMIGRANT. 

The London Times in its comments on 
Lord Derby's speech on emigration gives 
us a glimpse of that important subject 
from an educated Englishman's point of 
view. It. has been found in England that 
the colonies do not want paupers — crimin- 
als they have rejected long ago — neither 
do they welcome the class of ne'er-do- 
wells, whom their friends can make noth- 
ing of. These men are quite as shiftless 
when they tiro sent to a colony as they 
were at home. The colonies require in- 
dustrious, energetic men of good charac- 
ter. But these are precisely the kind of 
men that are wanted in their own coun- 
try. Lord Derby said : 

"The three main requisites for a suc- 
cessful colonist are these : He should be 
young, poor and energetic. The last is 
the most important of the three. Let no 
man think of going out who is not pre- 
pared to do a hard day's work. Colonial 
employers give ample wages, but they ex- 
pect good work in return. There is no 
room for that large class with whom wo 
lire familiar at home, who go about asking 
for work, but hoping, that they will not 
find it, whose chief employment in fact 
consists in being one of the unemployed.'' 

His Lordship was in the main correct, 
but ho labored under a slight delusion 
when he thought that one of the principal 
qualifications of an immigrant was to be 
poor. Herein Canada, at any rato, wo 
have not the slightest objection to the 
immigrant's possessing capital — the more 
tho better. If he learns how to spend it 
well he benefits both himself and his 
neighbors. If he spends it foolishly in at- 
tempting to carry out impracticable 
schemes, lie impoverishes himself certain- 
ly, but then he helps to onrtehen his 
neighbors. Wherever he goes he will find 
people ready to assist him in getting rid 
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apital. But hii 
energetic man is welcome in 
with or without money. 

Thu 'limes does not look upon this 
drain on the bust manhood of tho old 
country as an unqualified good or as a 
remedy for the evils with which society 
there is afflicted. It says: 

"The colonies will only take men 
whom, after all it might be worth our 
while to keep at home, if only wo could 
get rid of certain others. Well paid arti- 
sailB had better not go; they tire well oil 
at home. Wo cannot send the pauper, 
tho idle or the ill-conditioned, because 
the colonies will not take them. Young 
men of good education and no 
means had better consider whether 
they would not do as well at homo, if 
they were prepared to live the kind of 
life they would have to live in tho colo- 
nies. There remain the sober, t ho steady, 
tho industrious and tho energetic, who 
are young, poor, and ready to move, be- 
cause they can find no permanent and 
satisfying employment at home. * * 
But if they go in largo numbers, their 
places will at once be taken by tho class 
which the colonies will not receive. That 
iii a result not altogether to tho advantage 
of tho mother country. * * There is 
110 help for it, perhaps; but if so, tho 
value of emigration, ovon as a palliative, 
is reduced to very modest proportions."

TIERRA DEL FUECO 

Oaai4aUii( Kf<poi ts Cmrocwlug- T>bU« Oo«n- 
purtitlvelj Unknown Country. 

The group of islands which form the archi- 
pelago or Tie'rra del Fuogo have an area of 
about 80,000 square miles, nearly the sumo 
size as England and Scotland. Darwin do- 
scribes the country as "a mountainous 
land, partly submerged in tho Boa, so deep 
that inlets and bays occupy the place where 
ttio valleys should exist. To find an acre 
of level land in any part of tho country is 
most raro." Don Ramon Listo, however, 
who has had greater and more recent op- 
portunities of investigation, thinks this de- 
scription a mistaken one. As reported 
Clyt(nb»r*' Journal, he describes Argentine 
Tiorro del Euego as presenting t wo aspects. 
In tho north there are valleys more or less 
cxtonsivo, covered with splendid groves, 
and irrigated by largo rivers, some of which 
are navigable; this region enjoying an 
ugreenblo temperature, with very little 
snow during the winter. South of this he 
reports that the appearance of the country 
changes and extended forcsUappeur, where 
the grass is not as abundant or tho rivers 
so largo. The faco of the land is in this 
part something-like Switzerland, with small 
lakes, elevated mountains and valuable 
timber forests. He seems to think the 
country capable of great development, for 
ho adds: "On the plains there will yet bo 
planted a great pastoral industry, while I 
believe the mountains will bo found to con- 
tain valuable mineral deposits.'' 

Travelers' reports as to the inhabitants of 
tierra del Fuogo have been conflicting. 
Some visitors have reported the natives to 
bo stalwart, fine-looking men, and othors 
have described them as small and abject be- 
ings. Darwin, whoso scientific investiga- 
tions were confined to the south of the coun 
try, says that "one can hardly believe 
them to be fellow creatures and inhabitants 
of the same world." 

On the other hand, other explorers in the 
North and Northwest describe the Fuegians 
as powerful men of large stat tire and warlike 
instincts. This apparent discrepancy seems 
to be due to the fuel that the land is inhab- 
ited by two very distinct races of Indians 
Mr. Brydges, whoso long residence in the 
country enables him to speak with author- 
ity oh this point, assures, us that there are 
two separata nnd distinct tribes dwelling in 
Tierra del Fuogo. lie calls them, us they 
call themselves, Onas and Yahgans; tho 
former living in the North and the latter in 
the South. The Onas seem to be almost, 
identical in character, manner and languago 
with tho Tuehelche Indians of Patagonia. 
Like them, they use bows and arrow3 
in the chase nnd are muscular, active and 
well formed. Their number is now much 
reduced, an epidemic of measles having 
been very fatal among them a feu- years 
ago, and the whole tribe probably docs not 
now number more than five hundred per- 
sons, They are nomadic and live principally 
in portable tents, covered Willi guunaco 
skin3. Mr. Popper did not form a lii ; ;li 
opinion of their intellectual faculties, jiulg 
Ink from the primitive nature of their Lit) 
plements. Ho describes their tools us con- 
sisting for the most part of pieces of iron 
taken from some vessel cast on Bhore, ami 
tied to pieces of wood by leather thongs. 
They have no canoes and do not tlsh, though 
they pick up ou the shore such fish as arc 
left behind after heavy tides. Their only 
water vessels are largo shells, but they dis 
play some ingenuity in mulung arrows and 
baskets.

game ever played on the Mississippi 
was a game of draw poker between nun- 
self and three other planters. Green had 
about £20,000 on board the boat, but tho 
other fellows had oversized his pile, and the 
game wus £100 ante, with no limit. Green 
held a remarkable hand and had staked his 
last dollar, but no one would "call" him. 
Bo, motioning the captain of the vessel la 
him, he asked for a loan, us be did nol want, 
to be run out of the game.

WATER COMMISSION Ell'S REPORT. 

A very voluminous report was received 
from thu water commissioner, accompany- 
ing maps and tracings of tho city water- 
works system. 

Aid. Harrison was vory well satisfied 
with tho maps, etc., presented. He 
thought as tho report was a vory oxtonsivo 
document, that it should bo left in tho 
city engineer's office, so that members of 
tho board could examine it at their leisuro. 
He had brought up tho question of the 
water works, as ho thought greator econ- 
omy could bo observed in tho work. Ho 
was of the opinion that lotting tho work 
of water works improvement by contract 
would make it less expensive. Ho sug- 
gested that tho report bo received as road, 
and, attached to the maps and tracing 
loft in tho water commissioner's ollico, 
His motion to receive tho report as road 
was seconded by Aid. Vigelius;. 

Aid. Styles and Ooughlan thought it 
would bo better to read the report 
through, 

Tho mover and soconder of tho resolu 
tion stated that thoir only desire was to 
Bavo time. They had no objection to tho 
report being read, and withdrew thoir mo- 
tion. 

Tho report was read and referred to the 
water committee and water commissioner, 
to be placed on file in the oflico of tho of- 
ficial named, for reference and examina- 
tion by the aldermen. 

THE ESTIMATES. "' 
Mayor Grant stated that the estimates 

for the year were ready, Mid uskod if the 

board wished to consider thorn. 

Aid. Ooughlan advised that tho mattor 

bo laid over to be dealt with by a full 

board. 

Mayor Grant stated that in a special 
meeting the estimates wore found to 
amount to $JO,000; streets and walks, 
$26,000; contingencies, in re public health, 
$5,000; reserve fund $5,000. 

The presentation and consideration of 
the estimates, as well as the by-laws, was 
deferred until tho next rogular meeting of 
the board. 

VARIOUS MATTERS. 

Mayor Grant remarkod that before the 
next mooting of the board the Municipali- 
ties Amendment Act would be published. 
Ho hoped tho members would take tho 
act into consideration. In regard to the 
public library I10 thought some iminodi 
ate action should bo taken. The librarian 
was already under pay and the books 
were not yet out of tho boxes. 
Wherever tho board docided on 
locating tho library, it should 
bo opened without delay. At- tho la«t 
regular meeting he referred to the neces- 
sity of moving in tho matter of tho re- 
gatta in this city on May 24. Ho had 
siuco communicated with Mr. Haram, and 
as soon as he received a reply would call 
a public meeting to take thu necessary 
stops to make tho demonstration the 
grainiest ever held 011 the coast. Tho 
urgent need of an early return of the as 
sessment role was also referred to. 

Aid. Vigelius, in regard to the library 
question, wished the council to oxpreis 
thoir opinion ou this matter before the 
committee took any action. 

Tho clerk informed tho board that ho 
had received no reply from either ownor 
or agent of the property taken. 

Aid. Wilson's opinion that tho rooms 
wore undesirable, remained unchanged 

Aid. Goodaore asked for an expression 
of opinion by tho vote of the board. 

Aid. Vigelius stated that several more 
desirable rooms were now offered. Bo- 
fore very long, the proposed addition to 
tho city hall having been erected and the 
fire department transferred thereto, the 
upper portion of the Deluge fire homo 
could bo used for library purposes. At 
present tho library could find temporary 
accommodation in tho city hall, and he 
moved, seconded by Aid. Wilson, that th 
library committee bo authorized to fit up 
temporary library rooms in the city hall. 

Aid. Harrison favored the occupation 
of either Mr. Denny's or Mr. Spencer's 
premises. 

Aid. Styles thought as Mr. Haniley's 
rooms had been taken and Would have to 
be paid for, it would be best for tho li 
brary to bo temporarily provided for in 
the rooms already reutod. 

Aid. McKillican referred to the manner 
in which tho late council ruBhed blindfold 
into unnecessary expense, by renting un- 
suitable premises for the library. He 
advised the renting ofD. Spotieer's room at 
$25 per month, heated by steam. Tho 
rent of the building taken should be paid, 
and the room selected remain as a monu- 
ment to tho colossal blundering of the 



tho constitution of tho Grand Lodge, es 
pecially in tho reduction of representa- 
tion, (which required to lay over one day, ) 
and tho reception of the finance commit- 
tee's reports, is tho only business laid 
over until to-day. 

Upon resolution tho (irand Lodge as a 
body visited Dominion Lodge, w hich held 
its session last evening, and the initiatory 
team work was exemplified by that Lodge, 
assisted by sister lodges of the city. 
Grand Representative McColl acted sb 
Noble Grand in tho actual ceremony so 
as to exemplify tho secret work as laid 
down by the Sovereign (irand Lodge. 
About seventy-five members of tho order 
wore present. The work called forth 
great praisu from all the visiting brothers, 
many of whom had never before soon tho 
team work. Tho whole of this beautiful

A CLEVER SWINDLER. 

Tries to Hob a Seattle Business Man-The 
Scheme Exposed Jnit In Time, and ths 
Swindler Skips. 

Ono of tho boldost and shrowdest 
schemos ever devisod by swiridlors to 
beat a nun out of a largo sum of money, 
was attempted in Seattle on Monday, and 
was only defeated on Tuosday by chance. 
The man whom tho swindler attomptod to 
victimize is M. McToigh, a harness- 
maker, who is woll known in Victoria. 
It appears, according to tho Post-Inttlli- 
gencer, that one Mr. Cameron had been 
endeavoring to sell two valuable lots, 
and among tho persons approached for 
the sale of the property was McToigh. 
The latter took a look at tho lots, and was 
told ho could havo them for $5,008. 
McToigh concluded to purchase at this 
figuro, knowing that the lots were worth 
considerable more. The next day, Cam- 
eron tiled with tho county auditor a deed 
which purported to convoy from A. W. 
Ocobock to M. Cameron tho two lots 
in question. Then ho visited Mr. Mc- 
Teigh's store and tho tonus were soon 
arranged. Twenty-five hundred dollars 
was to bo paid down and a mortgage was 
to bo given for tho remainder. As Mr. 
McToigh was anxious to bind what he 
considered to be a bargain ho paid Cam- 
eron $00 and got his roceipt thorefor. 
As McToigh was about $1,000 short, he 
visited a real estate agent to borrow tho 
money, and naturally began to boast of 
his bargain. The agent said there must 
bo somo mistake, as ho, himself, had those 
lots in hand, the ownor being Mr. Oco- 
bock, and only a fow days previous ho had 
refused $8,000 for them. McTeigh said 
there was no mistake, and a heated dis- 
pute arose, which was finally settled by 
both visiting tho county auditor's office. 
There they found that the deed from 
Ocobock to Cameron had boon made at 
Puyallup, but it had been certified to by 
D. P, Murray, notary public for Pierce 
country. It was duly witnessed and in 
rogular form, but in tho deed Mr. Oco- 
bock was ropresontod to be an unmarried 
man, with residence at Puyallup. Tho 
fact is Mr. Ocobock is a married man and 
a resident of Walla Walla. It seouiB 
Cameron forged tho deed at Puyallup, 
and by falsoly impersonating Ocobock, 
induced Notary Murray to acknowledge 
it. McToigh at once obtained a warrant 
for tho arrest of Cameron, on the charge 
of obtaining money on false pretonces. 
The accused, however, had evidently re- 
ceived a hint that tho game was up, and 
was not to be found by tho officers. Mc. 
Teigh Bays he does not mind tho loss of 
tho $00, but ho would give considerable 
to see Cameron behind the bars, as had it 
not been for his visit to the agont'B office 
he would have lost tho $6,000. Tho In- 
tellujcnfcr concludes tho story thus: "It 
will go hard with Cameron if he is caught, 
as ho is not only k'uilty of obtaining money 
under false pretences, but is also guilty of 
forgery. Cameron is a tall, Blim built 
man, and is of sandy complexion and is 
smooth-faced. He wore a dark plaid suit 
and stiff brown bat. Ho came to Soattlo 
about a year ago from British Columbia, 
and dealt in horses awhile. At one time 
he claimed to bo agent for the Corbin 
Banking Company. It is thought he has 
tlod to British Columbia.
